Not only will there be now united 
opposition to alavery, but also to the introduction of spirits and munitions of war 
amongst the natives, which has hitherto been so productive of evil. These are, 
however, but negative benefits. It is to the preaching of the Gospel, and the 
introduction of the Word of God, that we must look for blessings more abiding 
than mere human civilisation can bestow, and it is cheering to know that on all 
sides Africa is being invaded by the heralds of the Cross—by those that preach 
glad tidings of good things. 


The new “Brotherhood of St. Paul's” has at last established a sort of 
Monastic Order in connexion with the Charch of England, in spite of the many 
warnings which bave been raised against this increase of imitation of Rome. To 
what lengths they will go as to vows and outward conformity in dress to the 
Romish model does not as yet clearly appear, and it is probable that these things 
may be more fully developed as time goes on. One can but regret that Bishops of 
a Protestant Church can be found to accept and recognise the revival—even in 
form—of that monastic system which wrought such evil in bygone days, and 
which was happily suppressed at the Reformation as part and parcel of the Romish 
system. One can scarcely doubt that it is the inordinate craving after conformity 
to Rome which has brought about its revival. 


Lord Plunket, Archbishop of Dublin, delivered an excellent address at the 
first united prayer meeting during the Week of Prayerin Dublin.* Whilst carefully 
avoiding politics, he reviewed briefly the causes for thankfulness in the events that 
have lately transpired, and pointed out how “God in His mysterious dealings just 
now was vindicating the majesty of the law.” ‘“‘ He was not going to enter into 
any question as to whether the object which certain politicians and statesmen had 
in view was a right or a wrong one, but he thought all would admit that in the 
pursait of that object they had been somewhat careless as to the means by which 
it should be bronght about. There had been (it seemed to him) a resort toa 
course of action which would imply abandonment of principle—to condone (it 
might be to encourage) the violation of God's law in one form or other with a 
view to the attainment of the ultimate object which they had in view. The events 
that had occurred pointed to an intervention on the part of the God of justice and 
morality bringing 4 just retribution upon so unholy an alliance.” 


A case of persecution in Peru calls for Christian sympathy and effort. 
Since July last Mr. Penzotti, agent of the American Bible Society, has been in 
‘prison for no other crime than that of circulating the Bible and reading it to 
others. The laws of Peru, it is said, forbid Bible circulation; or probably by 
defining the Roman Catholic religion as the only one to be tolerated in the land, 
which virtually gives the priests, as the administrators of that religion, power to 
exclude the Bible as an obnoxious book. But what an exposure does this afford 
‘of the spirit of Romanism wherever it has the power to act out its principles! 
‘The Evangelical Alliance is about to hold its International Conference at Florence, 
where forty years ago the Madiai were imprisoned for a similar offence. It may be 
well for those who meet under what are now happily changed cireumstances to 
remember that Peru is now where Italy was forty years ago; and that as 
the Evangelical Alliance then responded to the cry for deliverance for the 
captives, so should it now.
